We knew nothing about the arrangements for the 


speaker at the Chamber of Commerce's annual 
banquet Thursday night until we read in our own 
newspaper Tuesday—only 48 hours before the event- 
that it was to be David Pryor. 


It is frequently appropriate to invite an incumbent 


congressman to address the chamber on a non-political 
tour in a non-election year. Less so in a campaign 
year—and out of the question when the year is political 
and the speaker, while our congressman, is an avowed 
candidate for the United States Senate. 


So David Pryor is to have the special benefit of a 


captive audience at Thursday night's banquet. We are 
compelled to ask when and how the chamber proposes 
to give equal treatment to Senator John L. McClellan 
and Ted Boswell? 


It so happens that The Star is going to support 


McClellan for re-election. But that should be no 
surprise. We campaigned for him in his first successful 
race in 1942. This writer was chairman of the 1942 
Hempstead county committee for McClellan. And we 
have supported him in every election since. 


Regardless of that we would have protested the 


naming of either McClellan or Boswell as the Chamber 
of Commerce speaker, just as we are now protesting 
the naming of Pryor—it is both unwise and unfair to 
project the chamber into a political race. Should 
McClellan be re-elected, as I am confident he will be, 
where would Hope stand in the senator's good graces if 
we let this mistake of the Chamber of Commerce go 
without challenge? 


Finally, the chamber's very existence is 


threatened by this favoritism to a political candidate. 
First, men of all factions subscribe to chamber 
membership, and any attempt to hog-tie them to a 
particular candidate can only cause irreparable 
damage to the chamber. 


Secondly, Chamber of Commerce dues are 


deductible from federal income tax—but only as long 
as the chamber sticks to local and non-political 
business. 


Inviting Pryor alone in a field of three candidates 


for United States senator to be its speaker Thursday 
night might well cost the chamber the deductibility of 
its members' dues.

Vietnamese announced today 
that the first phase of their 
drive into eastern Cambodia 
has ended after 12 days, 743 
North Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
were killed and 23 were cap- 
tured. 


The Saigon command said its 


forces also captured or de- 
stroyed 38 heavy weapons, 1,109 
rifles, a large quantity of am- 
munition, 544 tons of rice, 48% 
tons of salt and four trucks. 
Eight South Vietnamese sol- 
diers were 
killed and 65 


wounded, a communique said. 


The lopsided claims aroused 


suspicion that enemy losses 
were being inflated while siz- 
able South Vietnamese casu- 
alties were being swept under 
the rug, a common practice on 
both sides. 


The South Vietnamese said 


the second phase of the spoiling 
campaign to reduce the ene- 
my's war capabilities is now 
under way. A 2,000-man South 
Vietnamese task force crossed 
the border today toward the 
town of Krek, opening a new 
front. 


In Phnom Penh, the Cam- 


bodian capital, President Lon 
Nol finally formed a new gov- 
ernment 10 days after acting 
Premier Sisowath Sirik Matak 
and his Cabinet resigned and 
Lon Nol made himself presi- 
dent.

as Texas House Leader

AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) - Gus 


Mutscher, the highest Texas of- 
ficial ever convicted of a fel- 
ony, says he is stepping aside 
as House speaker. 


Mutscher, however, avoided 


the word "resign." 


He went before his staff and 


other House employes Tuesday 
afternoon and later talked indi- 
vidually with newsmen who 
sought clarification of his state- 
ment. 


"I am stepping aside and will 


not preside over a special ses- 
sion of the legislature," Mut- 
scher told a newsman. 


Since only special sessions re- 


main before Mutscher's two- 
year term as speaker would 


'end 
in January 1973, that 


" means he will not preside over 
' the Texas House again.

Asked if he was saying that 


he was resigning, Mutscher 
said: "I'm not saying I'm not

' Mutscher, 39, Rep. Tommy 
Shannon of Fort Worth and 
'speaker's aide Rush McGinty 
were convicted at Abilene last

•conspired to accept a bribe 
from Houston promoter Frank 
Sharp.

All three received five-year 


probated prison sentences. 


McGinty said possibilities in- 


clude Mutscher's designating 
someone to fill the presiding of- 
ficer's chair in his place. 


Most House members believe 


Mutscher would be removed by 
a vote of the House if he did 
not step aside. There likely will 
be a 
fight 
for the 
interim 


speakership between forces of 
Rep. Rayford Price of Pales- 
tine, an active candidate for 
1973 House speaker, and those 
who want Rep. DeWitt Hale of 
Corpus Christi as temporary 
speaker. 


Mutscher's resignation has 


been expected since he was 
convicted. 


"You 
all understand, 
I'm 


sure, how sad and disappointed 
I am at the outcome of the 
trial. There is no justice when 
innocent people are convicted. I 
am innocent, and God knows I 
am innocent," Mutscher told 
his staff and House employes. 


He was informally attired, 


wearing slacks and a yellow 
monogramed windbreaker.when 
he made the statement. 


He told the staff that "re- 


gardless of what happens in re- 
gard to a new speaker, whether 
he be temporary, 
permanent, 


or whatever, I intend to do ev- 
erything in my power to see 
that the present House staff 
does not suffer for my prob- 
lems." 


After 
Mutscher 
read 
the 


statement, a member of his 
staff distributed it in the Capi- 
tol pressroom. 


"As to my political future, I 


have never intended to serve as 
speaker while facing personal 
adverse encounters. My case is 
not over. It is on appeal, and I 


am certain that I will be vindi- 
cated," Mutscher said. 


"I cannot now, however, ef- 


fectively discharge the duties of 
speaker. I will not impose my 
problems on the (House) mem- 
bership." 


The last speaker to quit was 


A. M. Kennedy in 1909. He re- 
signed following an investiga- 
tion that showed he had paid 
the salary of a woman employe 
with state funds although she 
had not even been in Austin. 


Mutscher has been speaker 


since 1969 and has served in the 
House as state representative 
from Brenham since 1961. He 
has filed as a candidate for re- 
election, and will retain the vot- 
ing rights of a representative in 
any special session this year. 


Only a Texas Court of Crimi- 


nal Appeals decision to uphold 
his conviction would deprive 
Mutscher of the legal right to 
serve further in the House if he 
is re-elected. 


The first to comment on Mut- 


scher's statement wss Rep. 
Frances Farenthold of Corpus 
Christi, a leader of the "Dirty 
30" house coalition and a candi- 
date for governor. 


"This is what I asked him to 


do last September. My chief 
concern now is what will be set 
in motion for the upcoming spe- 
cial session," she said. 


Gov. Preston Smith said in 


Fort Worth that Mutscher's ac- 
tion "will remove the clamor 
by many ambitious politicians 
for an immediate special ses- 
sion."

no evidence that marijuana can 
kill, cause addiction, brain 
damage or birth defects, or 
lead to crime, violence or nec- 
essarily 
to 
more 
powerful 


drugs. 


But it did find that long-term, 


daily use of marijuana by ado- 
lescents sometimes contributes 
to a general lack of motivation, 
concluded that anyone driving 
under the influence of mari- 
juana is a serious threat to 
public safety and said that 
heavy, daily use over a number 
of years may cause some dam- 
age to heart and lungs. 


"In general, we recommend 


only a decriminalization of pos- 
session of marijuana for per- 
sonal use on both the state and 
federal levels," the commission 
said. 


Specifically, it recommended: 
—Elimination of fines 
and 


jail terms for smoking mari- 
juana in private or possessing 
one ounce or less. 


—Retention of felony penal- 


ties for growing marijuana, 
selling it for profit or possess- 
ing it with intent to sell. 


—Fines of up to $100 for 


smoking in public, public pos- 
session of more than one ounce, 
or not-for-profit distribution of 
small amounts in public. 


—Jail terms of up to 60 days 


and a $100 fine for disorderly 
conduct linked to public mari- 
juana use or intoxication. 


—Penalties of up to a year in 


jail, a $1,000 fine and suspen- 
sion of operator's permit for 
driving a vehicle or operating 
any 
dangerous 
instrument 


while under the influence of 
marijuana. 


—Classification of marijuana 


as contraband that could be 
confiscated by police wherever 
found outside the home, even if 
the possessor were not liable 
for criminal penalties. 


The 13 commissioners were 


not unanimous in all their rec- 
ommendations. Reps. Tim Lee 
Carter, R-Ky., and Paul G. Ro- 
gers, 
D-Fla., 
recommended 


noncriminal fines for possession 
of any amount of marijuana in 
public or in private. Former Il- 
linois chief investigator Mit- 
chell Ware recommended non- 
criminal penalties such as man- 
datory drug-education classes 
or civil fines. Sens. Jacob K. 
Javits, R-N.Y., and 
Harold 


Hughes, D-Iowa, opposed mak- 
ing marijuana contraband and 
urged some other points in the 
direction of greater civil liber- 
ty. 


There was little advance in- 


dication how the report would 
be received by President Nix- 
on, who appointed most of the 
commission's 
members. 
He 


said he would ignore any rec- 
ommendation to completely le- 
galize marijuana but said Mon- 
day he thinks some penalties 
for possession are too harsh. 


The commission's 
chairman, 


former Pennsylvania Gov. Ray- 
mond P. Shafer, appeared to 
anticipate a not-entirely warm 
welcome in his letter forward- 
ing the 184-page document to 
Nixon and the Congress. 


Shafer, a Republican, said 


the report attempts "to place in 
proper perspective one of the 
most emotional and explosive 
issues of our time." 


"Whatever the facts are, we 


have reported them," he said. 
"Wherever the facts have logi- 
cally led us, we have followed 
and used them in reaching our 
recommendations." 


During its study the commis- 


sion chartered more than 50 re- 
search projects, recorded thou- 
sands of pages of transcripts 
from formal and informal hear- 
ings in cities across the nation, 
including confidential sessions 
with marijuana users, and stud- 
ied effects on long-term users 
in Jamaica, Greece, India and 
Afghanistan. 


The commission sponsored a 


nationwide survey of beliefs 
and attitudes concerning mari- 
juana. It found that an esti- 
mated 24 million Americans 
have tried the stuff, 8.3 million 
still use it and 500,000 use it at 
least daily. 


In recommending decrimina- 


lization of marijuana use, the 
commission urged a scheme 
similar to that which existed 
for alcohol during Prohibition. 
During that era production or 
sale of alcohol was illegal, but 
only five states had penalties 
for personal possession of it. 


The commission said it real- 


ized that Prohibition failed to 
discourage use of alcohol in 
America, but pointed out that 
the use of alcohol was far more 
widespread and deeply rooted 
in American culture 
before 


Prohibition than marijuana use 
is today.

Disaster in Peru 


LIMA, Peru (AP) — Already 


hit by the worst floods in 47 
years, Peru rushed aid Tuesday 
to victims of a new disaster—

slope of the Andes. 


Consuelo Velasco,

President Juan Velasco, flew to 
the 
flood-stricken 
northern 


state of Piura with a team of 
ministers to survey damage 
and speed help to homeless vic- 
tims. 


An estimated 30 persons were 


killed and about 150,000 left 
homeless by floods which swept 
through valleys the length of 
Peru's Pacific coast the past 
two weeks. 


Bad communications ham- 


pered efforts to determine dam- 
age caused by the quake. It hit 
the sparsely populated states of 
San Martin and Amazonas— 
about 500 miles northeast of 
Lima— on Monday morning. 


Unofficial reports from the 


area said the quake killed be- 
tween seven and 30 persons. 


The crew of a Peruvian air 


force plane which circled the 
area Monday said the tiny com- 
munities of Mercedes, Huacho 
and Churusapa appeared lev- 
eled and a main highway was 
blocked 
by slides 
in three 


places. The government gave 


no official estimate of 
number of victims.

New York harbor. 


A program 
so completely 


child-oriented in prime time is 
unusual. Originally a program 
about Benjamin Franklin had 
been scheduled for the hour, 
but it was canceled on short no- 
tice by the sponsor when he 
found it indicated that the au- 
thor of Poor Richard's Alma- 
nac was not exactly a saint in 
his private life.

,'ormer lawmaker's wife, but 
hospital officials refused to con- 
firm this. 


Newsmen who visited Powell 


at his Bahamian island retreat 
on Rimini last year were in- 
troduced to Darlene by Powell, 
who said she was his wife. 


As the controversy over who 


was entitled to claim his body 


him. the first black U.S. House 
member from the East was in 
a coma at the hospital's in- 
tensive care unit. 


A spokesman said he did not 


know who was keeping a vigil 
at Powell's bedside, adding, "I 
would presume members of the 
family are making daily visits, 
but we don't keep track." 


Darlene accompanied the for- 


mer lawmaker to the hospital 
after he was airlifted from Bi- 
mini March 7 by the Coast 
Guard following apparent com- 
plications arising from recent 
prostate surgery. 


Judge Falk granted a tem- 


porary injunction Monday for- 
bidding hospital officials to re- 
lease Powell's body or posses- 
sions to anyone and Darlene 
was served notice of Yvette's 
suit outside the intensive care 
until after an emergency court 
hearing. 


In her suit, Yvette said that 


any marriage claim by Darlene

Collecting More in 
Taxes Than Expected 


WASHINGTON (AP) - It 


doesn't happen often, but the 
government is finding it's col- 
lecting more in taxes than it 
expected. 


As a result, during the next 


two months at least, it will bor- 
row less. 


In February, the tax system 


produced $1 billion more than 
expected. So far this month, the 
Treasury is about $500 million 
richer than the experts first es- 
timated. 


One reason: taxpayers have 


been hit with overwithholding 
this year, and many have failed 
to adjust the number of ex- 
emptions for withholding pur- 
poses to reduce the amount 
withheld. 


Asked how much more this 


may be bringing into govern- 
ment coffers, a Treasury debt 
expert said there is no way to 
tell. He said other factors also 
are involved. 


The 
problem 
of 
over- 


withholding came up this year 
because Congress wanted to 
correct the chronic under- 
withholding with which many 
taxpayers were confronted in 
the past. 
Withholding 
tables 


were revised so the amount 
withheld from paychecks dur- 
ing the year would more close- 
ly resemble what taxpayers ac- 
tually owe at the end of the 
year. 


For many taxpayers, the new 


tables overcompensated, re- 
quiring the taxpayers to file 
new W-4 forms with their em- 
ployers to adjust the number of

and its policies." It does so 
in more than 35 languages.

It's esti- 
mated that 50 million people 
hear VOA in a given week— 
none of them, by the way, 
in America. U.S.' taxpayers 
spend $45 million a year to 
keep VOA on the air, bu1 the 
programming is for foreign 
consumption only.

I 
had to have them removed. 
The doctor was able to save

kept trying to get pregnant 
but couldn't. A year ago I 
went to another doctor and 
he gave me one of t h o s e 
tests you see on TV. The doc- 
tor shot blue dye in my tube 
and said if the blue dye goes 
straight up like a river that 
means I can get pregnant 
and if it stays in a circle 
then the tube isn't open. The 
dye did go straight up, so 
the doctor said there wasn't 
any r e a s o n I couldn't get 
pregnant. It is a year later 
now and I still don't have 
the child I pray for every 
day. Is there any operation I 
can have to help me? What 
is my chance of having a 
child? 


Dear Reader—The fact 


that the tube is open doesn't 
necessarily mean that you 
can get pregnant. The ovum 
has to be r e l e a s e d , pass 
through the tube, be fertil- 
ized by sperm and the condi- 
tions have to be right for it 
to be implanted in the uterus 
for the pregnancy to ensue. 
There are a lot of steps in 
getting pregnant besides just 
having the tube open. In 
other words, just because 
the r o a d is open doesn't 
mean there will be a lot of 
traffic on it.

p r e g n a n c y to occur. This 
means an ovum and a sperm. 
A good fertility study in the 
person with your problem 
should involve a careful ex- 
amination of both husband 
and wife. The doctor by spe- 
cial tests can tell whether 
you are ovulating or not and 
w h e t h e r you have normal 
hormone balance and he can 
also tell whether your hus- 
band is producing a suffi- 
cient amount of live sperm. 


If both of you really want 


a child, I would suggest you 
go to your gynecologist for 
this problem and have your 
husband also agree that he 
will go to a doctor for an ex- 
amination of himself. 


Even though a couple may 


have frequent normal rela- 
tions, this doesn't mean that 
adequate live sperm is pro- 
duced or that the female is 
producing ovum nor does it 
have any direct relation to 
the female's ability to get 
pregnant. Psychological fac- 
tors can even play a role. 
Many a c o u p l e has had 
their first child after they 
have adopted one. 


D o c t o r s sometimes give 


men thyroid tablets. If they 
are on the low side of thy- 
roid function, this increases 
the number of live sperm 
cells and the likelihood of 
pregnancy. Women's fertil- 
ity can be i n c r e a s e d by 
medicine, too. The new fer- 
tility pills are responsible for 
most of the recent cases of 
multiple births.
